1 . The subject patent issued on June 7, 2005.

1 . I am admitted to practice before the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office ("PTO") under Registration Number 38,667, and am a partner in the firm of 
Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper & Scinto of 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, New York, 10112, 
attorneys of record for the above-identified matter. 

2. The firm of Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper & Scinto has a Docketing
